Investigation of Morgan 


Will Remedy Lax Laws 


To the mind of anyone who enjoys 
Dickens and who has followed, in, thie 
U.S. Senate investigation of the 
House of Morgan, the devious and 
intricate ways in which Morgan and 
his partners have preyed upon the 


American public, must come the 
story of ‘‘Oliver Twist”, 
There is no literal parallel, of 


course. Dickens with purpose, drew 
many of his characters from the most 
degraded criminal clemnts in the 
London of this day. The hideous Fag- 
in, receiver of stolen goods, with his 
band of pickpockets into whose com- 
pany Oliver was thrown, was delib- 
erately overdrawn to give emphasis 
to what Dickens was driving at. 

Writing a preface to ‘‘Oliver 
Twisit, im 1841, Dickens explained his 
’ efforts to arouse public consciousness 
to the big thieves infesting society 
—‘‘seductive fellows (amiable for the 
most part), faultless in dress, plump 
in pocket, bold in bearing . . . and 
fit companions for the bravesit . . 
It appeared tq me that to do this 
would be to attempt a something 
which was greatly needed and which 
would be a service to society.’’ | 

So there came to life under the 
pen of a great reformer the disgust- 
ing Fagin, teaching Jack Dawkins, 
‘*Artful Dodger,’? and his band of 
snatchers, the fine points of their 
‘“work’® and sending them out into 
the highways and by-ways to ply at 
it. With these and other characters, 
pleasant, sordid, ludicrous: or revolt- 
ing, Dickens painted his picture of 
English society. 

When he held his! finished picture 


up, London was shocked. Dickens was 


bitterly criticized for what the sens- 
itive and ‘‘respectable’’ called his 
coarseness, But ‘Oliver Twist’’ sunk 
decop. There came reforms, and the 
writings of Dickens largely contrib- 
uted to them. He accomplished his 
purpose. 

The picture that the U.S. Senate 
Committee is holding up before the 
shocked eyes of the people of the Un- 
ited States is entirely different. The 
characters, far from being criminal 
are eminently respectable, very weal- 
thy law-abiding citizens. Instead of a 
Fagin and a band of pickpockets, 
there is a charming, kindly old 
gentleman and a group of _ refined 
and clever gentlemen, the members 
of which are referred to as partners 
of a charming old gentleman who di- 
rects their work. 

None the less the picture shows 
that for forty years this same old 
gentleman and his father before him 
together with the partners present 
and gone, have been preying steadily 
upon the people of the United States, 
drawing tribute by one means or an- 
other from almost every activity of 
their lives. And all within the law. 
Through one device or another they 
have reached out to bend to their 
purposes leaders in the fields of poli- 
tics, finange, business, social service, 
even education and religion. 

It is not a pretty picture. Many 
do not want to ‘ook at it. Sensitive 
souls cry out against the bold strokes 
with which it is being painted. Strong 
influences are being brought to bear 
to stop the painting of it. But

3 Boys Killed 
on C.P. ° Track 


The southbound C.P.R. mixed which 
passes through Lacombe about 7 a.m. 
daily, ran over and horrible mangled 
three young men, a few miles nortih 
of Red Deer, om Seturday morning 
last. 

The victims: Edward Zimmer, 15, 
Henry Greliach, 16, and Arthur Milo- 
vanov, 19, all Regina residents. 

Identification was made by Royal 
Canadian Mounted Police who dis- 
covered the youth’s names in their 
travelling packs. 

How the youthful transients failed 
to hear the tnain’s approach is a mys- 
tery here. According to preliminary 
investigation they must have fallen 
asleep on the tracks, their’ heads rest- 
ing on their travelling packs, which 
had been placed on tthe rails. 

Apparently asleep near a_ sharp 
curve in the railway, the three youths 
met sudden deaths. The engineer of 
the Canadian Pacific Railway freight 
train was uneble to stop in time when 
the sleeping boys were sighted, and 
the whirling wheels: tore tihrough the 
bodies of the three victims. 

According to Red Deer residents, 
the boys were seen fifteen minutes 
before the tragedy, walking up the 
tracks. They were also seen in the 
town Friday nigfxt. They met their 
deaths at 7:30 the next morning. 

Information obtained by police re- 
vealed the parents of the victims are 
among the unemployed receiving aid 
in the Saskatchewan capital. It is 
thought the yout(is were walking to- 
wards Edmonton or some northern 
Alberta point, searching for employ- 
ment to aid their families in Regina. 

Zimmer, according to police resid- 
ed at 2108 Reynolds street, Regina. 
The addresses of the others were un- 
known but one travelling pack con- 
tained the name of Miss Lacy Enick, 
2079 Winnipeg street, Regina. believ- 
ed a friend of one of the boys. <A 
shirt in one of the packs was mark- 
ed ‘‘Gancheffs Grocery’’.

The parents had gone out to milk 
the cows, and two younger children 
were in the house with the 14-year- 
old girl. She sent these outside to 
play, saying ‘‘I will have a surprise 
for you when you come in.” She left 
a brief note to tell her parents that

An address on ‘‘ Vocational Train- 
ing for Girls’? by Miss Alice Sherrer, 
Domestic Science Teacher, of Ed- 
monton, was the principal feature of 
interest at the monthly meeting of 
the W.I. held at the home of Mrs. 
R. Watson on Saturday last, and 
which was attended by thirty-four 


‘| members and visitors, 


When the subject of Houschiold 
science education for girls was first 
introduced into the city schools, great 
things were expected of it, said Miss 
Scherrer. Girls, after taking a year 
or two of this work, spending from 
two to three hours per week, were 
expected to be turned out expert 
cooks and dressmakers. Such a mir- 
acle could not be performed as tthe 
course was not intended as an ap- 
prenticeship, time, equipment and 
supplies not allowing for this. Con- 
sequently many were disappointed. 
A new attitude is gradually being 
adopted by the public as parents are 
realizing that this work is not aim- 
ing to develop great skill im one or 
two processes, but by creating an in- 
terest in the many home _ problems 
and activities. 

A course in Household Science 
should give to girls, particularly those 
not intending to finish High School, 
a chance to become acquainted with 
problems which will ultimetely be 
problems of the home. It is surpris- 
ing how few girls are given this op- 
portunity in their own homes, Many 
are given hum-drum tgsks, such as 
dish-washing, dusting, ete., but it is 
for the school to arouse interest in 
the home by giving them the oppor- 
tunity for self-expression in the mak- 
ing of certain articles for personal 
and household use and in the discus- 
sion and practice of the various home 
preblems. Such a problem gives a 
new outlook on these things, and 
raises their status in the minds of 
the girls. 

The aims in v.cw for a course in 
Junior Household Science are these: 
1. To lay the foundation fer an in- 
telligent appreciation of and interest 
in, values and processes pertaining to 
home problems which will inevitably 
come into the life of every girl. 2. 
To develop an appreciation of a heal- 
thy body through the study and prac- 
tice of healthy living. 3. To give a 
training and’ to devcilop a certain de 
gre? of skill in the principles of cook-: 
ing and sewing. In all an effort 
must be made to associate the work 
wits the student’s daily life, so as to 
make the whole course of definite 
practical value and to stimulate an 
interest that will be carried beyond 
the school. 

At present, with a few exceptions, 
our educational system through pub- 
lic and high schools is entirely aca- 
demic; that is, it is trainimg boys and 
girls for the professions. We know 
only about 25 per cent. of them fol- 
low professions as a life work, so it 
would seem that 75 per cent. of of 
the children are being somewhat 
cheated out in their education. The 
academic high school is much cheap- 
er to operate than is the technical 
school, so we mu~t go on teaching al- 

bra and geometry to disinterested 
boys and girls, who struggle with it 
and perhaps memorize enough to pass 
an examination, but have no idea of 
any use they can ever make of it. 
Some of the other High School sub- 
jects such as Chemistry, Physics could 
be of use im facing every day prob- 
lems even in the home, but they are 
presented in such a way that the 
child would never have any idea of 
applying them when needed. This 
seams particularly true of girls. For 
instance, she may be able to memor- 
ize the fact that certain dGhemicals 
will dissolve oxides, but she would 


not even suspect that this could be) 


applied in removing ink or iron rust 
stains from clothing by applying lem- 
on juice, buttermilk, etc. 
thing is true of much of our 
school training; it is a memorization 
of a few facts. When the time comes 
to apply these facts to everyday life 


s0 


the child is found helpless and has to | 


work out its salvation through the 
trial and error method, rather than 
being able to use its school experien- 
ces. Grade 8 and 9 gins, having 
mastered fractions in their arithmet- 
ic class to such an extent that they 
cen work with addition, subtraction, 


multiplication and division, involving | 


numbers of several digits all in the 
same problem, make all manner of 
mistakes and take a great deal of 
time in changing a cake recipe to a 
fraction of the original amounts, such

From such results as this it would 
seem that there is a lack of the prac- 
tical side in our education and that 
even the academic echools need a 
workshop, wherein to apply and make

ces for all of us, young or old, is to

forts. Even though what we make 
may mot be as perfect, or as effi- 
cient or as beautiful as a_ skilled 
workman could produce, still we feel 
very proud and satisfied with our re 
sults and particularly do we feel proud 
if these efforts have been a little bit 
out of our field. 

It is to this creative: instinct we 
are appealing when we give girls the 
opportunity to make an apron or & 
a dress for themselves, to embroider 
a tea cloth for their homes, or to 
learn to make a pudding or a cake to 
win favorable recognition from their 
family. To wash dishes, dust and 
sweep, are hum-drum tasks to the 
girls of twelve or older, but to sew 
and to cook is to venture into moth- 
er‘s field of activity and the little 
girl feels justly proud when she ac- 
complishes something nearly as well 
as Mother could do it. 

To cover he various home prob- 
lems, we need to divide the course in- 
to several phases: Serving, Laundry, 
Home Decoration, Home Manage- 
ment, including budgeting for home 
and personal expenditures, Nutrition 
and Cooking. 

The sewing, laundry and cooking, 
being entirely practical, require a 
special room and equipment and this 
is where the additional expense comes 
in. Sewing and laundry equipment 
can be purchased at a fairly low cost 
and in town schools, contemplating 
such a course, this part of the prac- 
tical work would have to be empha- 
sized, since cooking requires more 
extensive equipment and supplies. 

The principles of nutrition must be 
tought to our school girls if we ex- 
pect them to be intelligent in the 
choice of food for themselves and 
for others, when they are grown. By 
allowing them to handle food and pre- 
pare dishes, these principles can be 
much, more thoroughly instilled into 
their minds than by discussions alone. 
It is really alarming to hear figures 
of malnutrition among the American 
and Canadian children where there 
is little excuse for it. This is due not 
to poverty in most cases, but to ig- 
norence on the subject. It seems dif- 
ficult to train mothers; they are, 
harder to reach, and some are too 
stubborn to accept facts or ‘to real- 
ize their importance, so it is neces | 
sary to start health training at an 
early ‘age and ‘keep up an untiring 
drive on this most important subject. 

A simple course on Home Decora- 
tion will relate the principles of Art 
to home surroundings. It will cn- 
courage girls to help improve and to 
appreciate their homer. Color schem 
es, arrangement of furniture, choos- 
ing, framing and hanging of pictures 
ean be discussed and illustrated and 
some simple decorative household art- 
icles made. 

In sewing we usually see quite a 
lot accomplisined for the time spent. 
Girls are taught the first principles: 
stitches, hems, bias, ete., and usual- 
ly complete several articles for per- 
sonal and household use, involving 
bath hand and machine work. Some 
time spent in mending, darning, 
pressing and laudering of simple art- 
icles, such as have been made in class 
so that the girls will take more in- 
terest and pride in improving her 
personal appearance and making her 
clohtes last longer.

Field Day at 


Lacombe Farm 


Tvrsday, June 22, will be the an- 
nual Forage. Crops Field Day at the 
Dominion Experimental Station, La+ 
combe. Suitable grasses and clovers 
for pasture and hay crops is one of 
the mosit important problem~ now be- 
fore the farmers of Alberta. Wild 
land pa:zilures and hay have almost 
disappeared in the farming dixtricts, 
but the numbers of horses, cattle, 
sheep and hogs requiring pastuoe and 
are rapidly increasing. 

At the Experimental Station every 
variety of grasses and clovers which 
have any prospect of proving suitable 
for Alberta conditions are under test. 
Many different methods of seeding, 
growing and harvesting are also be- 
ing tected. This spring has’ been ex- 
ceptionaily favorable for these crops 
and both plots and field tests are in 
the very best condition for inspec- 
tion, and many very valuable lessons 
can be learned. 

Coffee, cream and sugar will be 
provided for a basket lunch rnder the 
trees at 12 o’clock. This will be 
followed by a few brief talks and a

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Women Ambassadors 
First One Was Representative Of 
Soviet To Sweden 

When Mrs. Ruth Bryan Owen ig 
in Copenhagen as the first United 
|States woman to attain ministerial 
rank in representing her country dip- 
| lomatically, she will be just across 
he Baltic from the first woman Am- 
bassador, Madame Alexandra Killan- 
tay, Soyiet diplomatic representative 
to Sweden. 

Madame Killantay was first named 
as ambassador in 1920, when the 
Moscow Government sent her to Nor- 
way as political and trade represen- 
tative. Seven years later she was 
sent as ambassador to Mexico, but 
she remained only a few months and 
had a stormy time because of charg- 
es that the Soviet mission was en- 
_gaged in political propaganda. 

Since 1930 Madame Killantay has 
represented her government as am- 
; bassador to Stockholm, and the work 
of this 61-year-old widow has stamp- 
ed her as an energetic diplomat. She 
has modelled commercial agreements 
|which considerably increased Soviet- 
| Sweden trade. 
| Madame Killantay is the daughter 
of a former Russian admiral and was 
/educated in the fashionable Smolky 
‘Institute at Leningrad. She worked 
for years in Switzerland and other 
| European countries together with 
| Lenin and other enemies of the czar- 
‘istic regime. After the Kerensky 
_revolution in 1917 she returned to 
| Russia and became an ardent worker 
}in the extreme movement. 

r She is the author of many books, 
|

Had Remarkable Brain 


Gorilla’s Thinking Apparatus

by the Smitsonian Institution. 

It sheds new light on the evolution 
of the animal brain upward toward 
the human level, though giving no di-

The brain belonged to 
Okero, little three-year-old baby gor- 
illa that died several months ago at 
the Washington Zoo. It was studied 
by Dr. C. J. Connolly of Catholic 
University of America. 

Dr. Connolly found besides being 
unusually heavy for a baby gorilla’s 
brain, that Okero’s thinking appara-

Okero’s brain weighed 466.6 grams, 
a little over a pound.

Mass Production Not New 
Archacologist Finds Evidence Of Its 
Use By Ancients In Yucatan 

This thing called mass production, 
blamed by many as a contributing 
factor to depression, it is not new. 
Even the ancients practised it, ac- 
cording to Dr. Frans Blom, archae- 
ologist at Tulane University, who has 
just completed art expedition into the 
Yucatan. 

There, he said, he discovered evi- 
dences of unit production and fabrica- 
tion practised during the Maya civil- 
ization that flourished in Central 
America. Dr. Blom obtained measure- 
ments and data regarding an historic 
nunnery at Uxmal, a replica of which 
will be exhibited at the Chicago 
World's Fair this summer, 

“The stone used in the building,” 
the professor reported, ‘“‘was cut and 
shaped to standard size by the con- 
tractor who supplied and delivered it 
ready to be placed by the architects 
and builders. Just how these huge 
blocks were transported through the 
jungles is unknown, for the Mayans 
had no steel or iron tools and were 
not familiar with the principle of the 
wheel. Probably they were drawn 
on skids or sleds. All were hewn and 
shaped with stone instruments. 

“Another ‘factory’ existed for the 
production of clay idols which evi- 


dently had a place in all Mayan 
homes.” 


England To Denmark 
Special Train Carried Machinery 
From Newcastle To Copenhagen 

A special train left Newcastle-upon- 
Tyne recently carrying valuable elec- 
trical machinery to Harwich for 
shipment to Copenhagen. The machin. 
ery weighed 304 tons, comprising six 
units supplied by Messrs. C. A. Par- 
sons and Co., of Newcastle, for the 
H.C. Orsted Power Station of Copen- 
hagen, and the special train itself an- 
other 282 tons. 

The entire plant was successfully 
designed for a complete journey, land 
and sea, without removing the ma- 
chinery from the railway wagons on 
which it was loaded at Newcastle.

sting Become a Monopoly ? 


Canadian policy regarding radio broadcasting is a very live subject for 
discussion and naturally so because the radio has become such an intimate 
thing in the homes of Canada. It is to the radio that many people, and more 
especially those in rural parts or where a daily paper is not immediately 
available, now look to supply them with the correct time, weather fore- 
casts, latest market prices, outstanding news events throughout the world, 
music for a little dance, religious services, and entertainment of all kinds. | 
It is, therefore, only natural that policies and regulations governing radio 
broadcasting are of interetst and concern to Canadians as individuals as| 
well as to Canada as a nation. 

Following investigation of the subject, a Royal Commission reported 
unanimously in favor of nationalization of broadcastng in Canada. Later a 
Parliamentary committee endorsed the policy, and finally, by a non-partizan 
vote in the House of Commons it was adopted. There was almost complete 
unity on the subject and Canadians everywhere were prepared to welcome} 
and assist in the development of a great national undertaking and service. 
That was only a year ago, but that unity has disappeared and dissatisfaction 
is being voiced by the press, numerous organizations, and individuals every- 
where. It is rare indeed to hear of any person who is satisfied. This general 
dissatisfaction has been aired in Parliament and Premier Bennett has 
promised further study of the whole subject by a special Parliamentary 
committee next session in an effort to bring back the old unity that prevailed | 
a year ago. 

What caused such a complete change in public opinion in a few months 
cannot be discussed in detail, but from the very beginning the Radio Com- 
mission appointed seems to have had a faculty of antagonizing people and of 
being too dictatorial. It first inaugurated a series of orchestral and sym-| 
phony concerts. At first’ these were appreciated by many, but when no 
variety in programmes was forthcoming, nothing but symphonies and 
orchestras from Toronto and Montreal, people who desired something else 
began to criticize. Then followed a sertes of restrictive regulations and pro- 
hibitions imposed on all stations. But the final act of the Radio Commission 
which does not appear to have pleased anybody was the alteration of the 
wave lengths of stations throughout Canada in such a manner as to shut out 
many of the most popular programmes from United States staticns in an 
apparent effort to compel Canadians to listen to the Canadian Commission's! 
programmes whether they desired to do of not. | 

The Commission being a national body, and in an official sense Canada 
being a bi-lingual country, the Commission is perforce required to present 
programmes in French as well as in English. Thus many of its programmes | 
are quite un-understandable to thousands of people in the Provinces, other | 
than Quebec, and while they do not object to programmes being broadcast | 
for the French-speaking portion of the population, they do resent the action | 
of the Commission in so changing wave lengths, that they cannot listen to 
other programmes. Furthermore, many people feel that these French pro-' 


grammes might well be confined to Quebec and not carried from coast to 
coast. | 


| 


Announcement is now made that the Radio Commission proposes to | 
build two high power broadcasting stations, one in Saskatchewan and one in' 
British Columbia, and that with the erection of these stations at a cost of 
approximately a quarter of a million dollars all present stations will be 
reduced to 100-watt power, thus reducing them to the status of stations with! 
a range limited to a small local district. The result must be the closing of. 
all such stations because they cannot command the commercial support 
necessary for their maintenance and operation. | 

In other words, it is not merely public control of radio broadcasting in 
Canada,—which the vast majority of people favor,—that is now contemplat- | 
ed, but the creation of a Government monopoly of broadcasting, which is 
quite a different thing, and a proposal which has aroused strong protest. | 

What is the intention back of this latest decision? It seems to be stated 
by W. A. Beynon, M.P. for Moose Jaw, who, in a letter to a radio association, 
says in part: “If the principle of national broadcasting is going to be carried 
to its logical conclusion, it means the ultimate wiping out of all small sta- 
tions. This, it seems to me, is inevitable, and the whole question is—shall we 
continue the policy of national broadcastng or go back to the individual, pri- 
vately owned broadcasting stations? That national broadcasting will be more 
economical there can be no doubt. Whether it will, or will not suit the public 
better, or even whether it will or will not serve them better is another) 
question.” 

Here is a question in regard to which the people most concerned,—the | 
listeners-in,—should make their views and wishes known to their local M.P.| 
in order that he may present their views to the Parliamentary committee 
next session. And in the meantime, it would appear that the proper policy | 
for the Radio Commission to pursue would be to stay their hand in the ex-| 
expenditure of large sums of public money in the erection of new broadcast- | 


ing stations until that Parliamentary committee conducts its investigations 
and reports its findings.

" Leading representatives of the agri- 
cultural industry in the United King- 
dom will represent the government 
at the world’s grain conference, open- 
ing in Regina, Sask., July 24, while 
agricultural, milling and other inter- 
ested organizations are considering 
the question of sending delegates.

Their machine, now in process of 
construction in England, will be ship- 
ped in parts to New York and will be 
re-assembled at Roosevelt Field. It is 
a twin-engined monoplane of the De- 
Haviland ‘Dragon’ 'type, and would 
normally accommodate six passen- 
gers, pilot and baggage. 

Three vast cylindrical tanks, placed 
so close together that they resemble 
the boiler of a giant locomotive be- 
hind the pilot’s seat, replace the pas- 
senger’s seats. 

Only one pilot's seat is provided in 
the forward cockpit, with just enough 
elbow room for the Mollisons to 
change over the controls of the air. 
There is a hatchway only one foot in 
height to enable them to crawl from 
the cockpit, underneath the tanks, to 
a tiny cabin in the tail of the ma- 
chine. 

The gasoline capacity will enable 
‘the machine to fly up to 6,000 miles 
in average conditions. With a tail- 
| wind during parts of the journey the 
8,000-mile limit should be exceeded. 

Other details regarding the ma- 
chine and its equipment are being 
kept secret, but it is not believed that

At the present time, this vast 
quantity of historical dccuments, 
which is in reality the richest source 
of material of western and northern 
Canadian history, is in better shape | 
for the use of accredited historians 
than ever before.
